My mother, ‘Eleanor Jane Gray, was born October 31, 1870, 
and died April 20, 1927, at 2 o'clock in the morning.

She had a breast amputation; infection followed, which 
developed into abscessed cancer. She was in every way a precious 
woman, with a very kind heart and was never known to have an 
enemy, She fought for everything honorable and upright. Her 
funeral was beautiful, with many floral offerings. She was a great 
lover of home and children. Her last wishes were, first, that her 
children should take care of Dan, the husband and father; second, 
that all her children be with her when she died. 


My mother’s people, the Grays and Smiths, came from Alabama 
into Mississippi. Originally they were from the Carolinas. I have no 
direct family record of the Grays except that of Grandfather, George 
Harris Gray, who was born November 15, 1838, and died January 
18, 1903. :

SALATHIEL SMITH, GENEALOSY GRCULAT? 
An Average Man po NOT

Salathiel Smith occupies a place in the history of our Gulf 
Coast region as the average man. He is not known for any great act 
or deed, but rather represents the general population who helped 
to establish and build the Mississippi Gulf Coast. He was a 
carpenter by trade; held a public office for a short time; was a 
Confederate veteran who fought for his beliefs and was the sire of 
a large family whose descendants live today in our communities. 


My interest in Mr. Smith is that I am a direct descendant 
of this family. Nap's interest came through his many years of 
work in compiling a history of the Ladner families which we all 
hope that he will offer for publication in the future. It was 
by chance that we learned of each others interest and the pub- 
lication of this article. Yet, despite the best efforts of the 
both of us, we still cannot determine the origin of Salathiel 
Smith. We would both appreciate any documented proof that any 
of our readers might have to offer on Salathiel Smith's origin 
and his parents. 


While we know that Smiths appear long before Salathiel 
made himself known in Harrison County, we have been able to 
distinguish between all these Smiths and Salathiel, and no 
kindred ties exist. Salathiel first appears of record when 
he and Sarah Ann Elizabeth Jones were issued a marriage license. 
This is recorded in Marriage Book 2 at page 20 dated July 22, 
1852. Their subsequent marriage was performed by A. Clark, 
Justice of the Peace and recorded of record by L. Cleveland, Clerk 
of Court, on December 28th, 1852. 


Again, we cannot positively identify Sarah Ann Elizabeth 
Jones, but we believe that she could have been the Eliza Jones, 
age 21, born in Alabama and living in the household of G. M. Reeves 
in the 1850 Census of Harrison County. We believe that no children 
were born of this marriage and that Elizabeth died prior to 1854. 


It was on March 14, 1854 that Salathiel Smith and Clementine 
Ladner, daughter of Jean Baptiste (John) Ladner and Bridget Cuevas, 
were married and began their life that continues to flourish through 
their descendants in our community today. This marriage is recorded 
in Marriage Book 3 at page 15 in Harrison County Circuit Clerk's 
office at Gulfport, Mississippi. Salathiel and Clementine and 
their family appear in the Census of 1860 through 1880 and he 
appears in the 1900 and 1910 census records of Harrison County. 
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We know that Salathiel was a literate man of some education, 
but official keepers of records did variously name him as "Salaphil", 
"Salathal", "Salathial" and sometime as just plain "S. Smith". From 
his written signatures he always signed as "Salathiel Smith" and we 
believe that to be his real and correct name. 


This is the name that is carried of record in the Archives of 
the United States Postal Service, Washington, D.C. Probably the 
only reasonable claim to fame that Salathiel Smith could name was 
his appointment as the first postmaster of record when the post 
office was established in Mississippi City, Mississippi on March 31, 
1854. He served in that post until his successor was appointed on 
July 7, 1854. That second postmaster lasted only one month and 
Salathiel Smith was again appointed as postmaster on August 8, 1854 
(for one day only) and a successor to him was appointed on August 
9, 1854. So ended the career of Salathiel Smith as a public official. 


We next find Salathiel and Clementine in the 1860 Census of 
Harrison County, living adjacent to her parents on the "Old Chim- 
neys" homestead, Rosalie Station, Long Beach, Mississippi. Their 
family has increased with the birth of Julia Smith for whom I am 
named, born December 30, 1854; Frazene Smith (also known as Odell 
and Tazzie), born May 10, 1856 and their first son, Salathiel C. 
"Bully" Smith, born June 15th, 1858. 


Julia Smith was born December 30, 1854 in Mississippi City 
and married Arthur (Archie) Balius April 18, 1872 (Harrison County 
Marriage Book 6, page 119/BVM Nativity Church, Biloxi, Mississippi 
Marriage Book II, page 115, act 867). 


On April 18, 1872, I joined in matrimony Arthur 
Balius, legitimate son of Ramond Balius and 

Cecile Fayard, and Julia Smith, daughter of Celethial 
Smith and Clementine Ladner. They were married 

in Church, dispensed from all banns. No impediment 
was found.

Salathiel C. "Bully" Smith was born June 15, 1858 and 
married September 5, 1879 (Harrison County Marriage Book 7, page 
27) Celina Valet, a native of France. It is believed that they 
had a daughter who married Matt Browning and another daughter who 
married Archie Cameron, but we have no recorded proof. Any 
documented information on the family of Bully and Celina will 
be appreciated by the writers. 


Their 4th child, a son, Lovence Smith was born September 11, 
1860. Lovence and Josephine Deloney (Delony) were married March 
4, 1897 (Harrison County Marriage Book 11, page 139). Josephine 
was the daughter of Robert Delony. Their children, Neal Alford 
Smith married Edith Dyers (Diaz). He died October 25, 1968 in 
New Orleans, LA and is buried in Harvey, LA. Anita married 
George E. Dowling; Charles and Leroy Smith are the remaining 
members of this family and on which we have no further information. 


Dark clouds of violence and hatred swept across the nation, 
shots were fired in anger in Charleston Harbor and the War between 
the states became a reality. Although he was a settled man with 
a young family, Salathiel Smith heard the call to arms. He was 
mustered into service by B. G. Dahlgreen on October 8, 1861 
at Pass Christian, Mississippi for a period of twelve months, 
but this was only the beginning of a nearly 4 year ordeal. 


The Archives at Jackson, Mississippi contain a wealth of 
information on the service of Salathiel Smith, and we will try 
and condense this to essential facts. 


After his enlistment, he was assigned as a teamster to 
Company H, 3rd Regiment Mississippi Infantry, CSA (This 
company was succesively designated as Captain Green's Company, 
old Company D and new Company H 3rd Regiment Mississippi Infantry.) 


He was then assigned, (under Col. Mellon) for a period of 
time as the Company's butcher. The muster rolls show that he 
was on duty for an extended period of time during the summer and 
fall of 1862 at Pass Christian, Mississippi and in reality from 
the time he enlisted until late 1862 when he was then shown on 
extra duty at Vicksburg as a teamster from February thru April 
1863. He is shown on the Roll of Prisoners of War at Vicksburg 
on July 4, 1863 and July 10, 1863. He is shown as absent on parole 
from that time to April 1, 1864 when he is then at Parole Camp, 
Demopolis, Alabama. Finally, on February 28,1865, his army career 
was at an end and he returned home to his family. 


Salathiel and Clementine, during his detached duty stay 
at Pass Christian in 1862 were expecting a child who was born 
February 26, 1863, named Thomas (Jessie?) Smith. This son 
appears in the 1870 Census but does not ever appear again and 
it is presumed that he died sometime after 1870 and before 1880. 


Their next child was a daughter Sophia Smith, who was born 
January 30, 1867. (Nativity B.V.M. Book 2, page 83, act 644). 


On December 27, 1871, I baptized Sophie Smith, daughter 
of Celethial Smith and Clementine Ladner, born January 
30, 1867. Sponsors were Eugene Breuer and Cleste Ladner.

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Sophia Smith married February 10, 1881 to Charles Austin, (Harrison 
County Marriage Book 7, page 283). The only information we have 

on this family is that they had two sons, Fred, born August 29, 
1882 and Charles, Jr., born August 23, 1884. She later married a 
Mr. Eldridge and lived in Long Beach. 


Then Fanny Martha Smith was born May 4, 1870. (Nativity 
BVM Book 2, page 83, act 645).

MRS. LOWERY BURIED TODAY 


Mrs. Fanny Lowery, age 50 years, a native of Mississippi 
who had been making her home in San Antonia, Texas, died 
in that City Wednesday morning at 4:35. Deceased is sur- 
vived by a husband and relatives. The remains were brought 
to Biloxi, arriving here yesterday morning at 11:00 

from the home of her sister, Mrs. Julia Balius. Services 
were conducted in the Methodist Church by Rev. M. B. Shar- 
brough with interment in the local cemetery.

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DUNCAN SMITH DIES 


Duncan Smith, 61 years old, died at his home in Long 
Beach Wednesday afternoon at 4:00. He was born at 

Long Beach and lived there all of his life. Surviving 
him are the wife, Mrs. Amanda Smith, and three children, 
Mrs. J. A. Hatem and Richard and Stephen Smith, all of 
Long Beach. Funeral Services will be held at the home 
and the Long Beach Catholic Church this afternoon at 
3:00. Rev. Father Thomas Lilly, pastor of the Long 
Beach Catholic Church, officiating. Burial will be in 
the Long Beach Cemetary. 


Although Clementine Ladner Smith, born February 25, 1834, 
had lived a long and fruitful life, her last years were to be 
plagued with trouble and disappointment. 


On March 19, 1890, Ramie Ladner and Franzine Taquino, her 
brother and sister, after the death of their mother, Bridget 
Cuevas Ladner (John Ladner having previously died), brought 
a lawsuit to partition the lands owned by the family or in 
the alternative to force sell these lands and divide the proceeds 
among the heirs. Although Nap Cassibry is preparing an article 
based on this law suit, suffice to say, the lands were sold at 
the forced sale. The suit stated that the lands known as "Old 
Chimneys" and the acreage north of said lands across the railroad, 
consisting of 53 % acres of "meadowlands" were appraised by 
Mr. McCaughan and a friend of his for $1,200.00 and $69.30, 
respectively!! They sold at the forced sale to Mr. W. J. Quarles 
for these prices; later Quarles transferred the Old Chimneys 
land to McCaughan and retained the acreage. Clementine Ladner 
Smith received as her full share the sum of $178.74, after costs 
expenses and attorney fee of $75.00 had been deducted from the 
combined sale price of $1,269.30. 


Clementine Ladner Smith died November 1, 1892 and is buried 
in the Long Beach, Mississippi cemetary. 


Salathiel Smith and Clementine lived for a long number of 
years at their home property in Long Beach, Mississippi. They 
had received their homestead from John and Bridget Ladner, through 
Warranty Deed filed and of record in the Courthouse of Gulfport, 
Mississippi and a part of the full original grant made to 
Nicholas Christian Ladner by the Spanish Government. This property 
is more commonly known today as "Old Chimneys" and the Widow 
Ladner Claim, and was actually occupied and homesteaded by 
Claude Ladner, a son of Nicholas Christian Ladner, for a number 
of years before being then occupied by John and Bridget Ladner. 
These records being a part of Nap's file of the Ladner family and 
a part of his research records. 


Salathiel Smith later removed to the Confederate Veterans 
Home at Beauvoir, Biloxi, Mississippi, where he died at 1:30 a.m., 


March 31, 1915. He was attended in his last illness and at his 
death by Dr. H. M. Folkes.

S. SMITH DIES OF OLD AGE 


S. Smith, one of the oldest men in Harrison County, 
passed away in the Soldiers' Home, in which institution 
he hadbeen an inmate for some years, last Tuesday, and 
his remains were brought here for interment. He was 

95 years old and a carpenter by profession and he worked 
at his trade up to a few years ago when he was forced 
by extreme weakness to lay down his tools. He is 
survived by nine children, the most of whom live in this 
section. The funeral ceremony was performed by Rev. 

J. M. Jenkins. 


His death certificate and burial records from Bradford 
Funeral Home shows the cause of death as senility at age 95 
years. That he was born in the year 1820 and that his parents 
were unknown. His body was sent by G. & M. C. Traction Company 
Car to Long Beach, Mississippi where he was buried that same 
day, beside his wife in the Long Beach, Mississippi Cemetary, 
March 31, 1915. So ends our story of an average man, Salathiel 
Smith.

In a previous column I told of the 
arrival in this country of a great uncle 
of mine who came from Glaskow, Scot- 
jand, to join his two brothers on 
Smith's Lake above Elder Ferry on the 
Escatawpa River. His name was 
David Hiddle, but his brothers had 
’ adopted the name Smith, their 
mother’s, when they came to this coun- 
try shortly before the Civil War. 


, The three built a lumber mill and 


agrist mill, also a dwelling, barns and 
service houses on the shore of the lake. 
The operation was shut down by the 
Civil War, after the mill owners had 
suffered losses of their ships and 
- cargoes, and a company of federal 
troops took possession of the ferry and 
the roads leading to the community.

DAVID RETURNED to Scotland 


and soon emigrated to Australia where _ 


in later life he wrote an account of his 


travels and observations in America, | 
including his residence of about three . 


years on the-Escatawpa River near 
Elder Ferry. That historic crossing 
was begun in 1831 by William G. Elder 

‘and was operated by him and his 
descendants until 1909. 

Here. are excerpts trom my great- 
uncle’s account of his brief life on the 
Escatawpa River which was then 
called Dog River:, 

“In my-tast paper: L-left off at that 

‘point where I had arrived for'a while 
at my journey’s end, Elder Ferry. . . 
The country around this part was a 


. mingled scene of wild, uncultivated, , 


marshland and pleasant spots where 


the hand of man had turned Nature’s. 


bounties to account. 

. “Dog River:takes its name from a 
peculiar wood, which grows lux- 
uriantly and in abundance at the head 
of the river. It is navigable for about 


200 miles by the point where we had . 


our sawmill situated. The traffic con- 


sisted mostly between logmen and mill: 


owners, the former bringing down 
‘rafts of logs which the mill owners 
bought.” ; 
(He recorded the struggles of getting 
their mills into operation, so that ‘soon

what was once a quiet greensward 


‘where the alligators and turtles 


basked in the sun heard the busy, hiss- 
ing noise of the steam engine, the 
reverberating sound of the circular 
saw and the grinding noise ue the 
grist-milk.” s 

He described at-length the ‘‘dif- 
ferent worthies that came by the river 
or roads in canoes and in wagons 
drawn by bullocks.”’ 

Then he said: 


“FOR THE MosT part. .. they 


came by horse and buggy. One and all,’ 


they had an easy, independent swag- 
ger, and a manly way of ‘wish you good 
morning.’ No one, as a general rule, 
paid obeisance to the man of money 
or one who might hold a more comfort- 
able position . . . This is one of the 
qualities of AMericans I admire... 
You will generally find them well 
pdsted on the affairs of the Senate.” 

He said the post office is the ‘‘center 
of activity and interest. One sits whit- 
ling a stick, occasionally joining in the 
conversation. Anqther straddles a 
sack of corn,.another threatens to 
break the homemade chair . . . All 
this is in a store, which stocks every- 
thing from a needle to an anchor, and 
houses the post office.” 

He notes: 

“The chief of all is Mr. Elder, the 
postmaster . . . It is he who is vehe- 
mently dialactical about the issues 

. the war, the probable result, 
generally winding up with the asser- 
tion ‘we’ are bound to beat the 
Yankees, and soon.” 

With fervor he wrote: 

“America is the land of freedom 


(notwithstanding her Negro slaves) - 


freed from the antiquated conditions 
of European states, which weigh like 
an incubus upon their people’s ener- 
gies; in America there is the enjoy- 
ment of an unencumbered energy.” 


(Other sources show Wm. G. Elder. 


was postmaster at Elder Ferry from 
1858 until it was discontinued in 1869. 
It was reopened in 1910 under the name 
of Ford. Postmasters in those years 
were Leroy Perkins, Mary E..Goff and 
Harriet A. Livaudais.

ANCESTRALLY SPEAKIN? JAMES SMITH of HARDEMAN CO., TENN.

James SMITH was born in Virginia, probably about 1788. The names of 
his parents aren't known, and it isn’t known when he left Virginia. He was some- 
where in Tennessee by the mid-1820's. He and his wife, Elizabeth, possibly went 
to Tennessee from Kentucky, as it appears that their oldest child might have 
been born in Kentucky. Elizabeth, whose maiden name is unknown, was born about 
1790 in either North Carolina or in Virginia. 


. James and Elizabeth were the parents of at least six children: Mary Ann, 
born about 1823, who was married to West W. WIGGINS in July, 1829, and who 
apparently died in Hardeman County in the 1860s; Nancy L., born about 1824, 
who was first married to James K. HILL on May 13, 1840, and efter his death to 
John JACKSON on August 11, 1851; James and William, who were twins, born in 
March 1825; Elizabeth, bonh about 1829, who was married to James Thomas (Tom) 
YOUNG on September 10, 1849; and Sarah A., born about 1831, who was married 
to Thomas G. HILL on February 8, 1848. 


James, Jr., was married to Nancy Catherine MARSH, daughter of Mumford 5S, 
MARSH and Caroline JONES, on September 9, 1851, and they became the parents of 
two daughters before James? death: Mary Caroline, born about 1852, who was 
married to James H. HILL and moved to Arkansas; and Florence Elizabeth, born 
about 1854, who was married to James M. YOUNG. James SMITH, Jr., died in 
Yovember or December, 1858, and a third daughter was born after his death: 
James Ann (Jimmie), born on February 26, 1859, who was married to Benjamin F. 
M{URDAUGH « 


William, the other twin, was first married to Elizabeth WEBB on 
‘eptember 24, 1846, and before her death on October 14, 1855, they became the 
varents of Sarah F., born in 1847, who was married to Starling Frank NUCKOLLS; 
lames Madison, born about 1848, who was married to Dolly PIRTLE; and a son 
xrobably named Thomas, born about 1849, who died in 1855. William SMITH and 
ouisa A, MARSH, daughter of Mumford S. MARSH and Caroline JONES, were married 
m January 31, 1856, and they became the parents of one son: William Tilman, 
orn in 1863, who was married to Laura BRADFORD. William (Bill) SMITH died in 
fardeman County on January 15, 1908. 


James SMITH, Sr., died in Hardeman County about 1840. His widow 
as married to Lemuel POYNER on November 15, 18,0, and she died sometime 
uring the 1850's. James SMITH is surely buried in Hardeman County, but no 
ombstone has been found there for him or for Elizabeth. He left an estate 
f 221 and three-fourths acres of land, apparently situated north of the 
atchie River in the vicinity of Shandy. 
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GILES SMITH AND REBECCA BOUNDS 


Giles Smith was born near the town of Union in Union county, South 
Carolina, on August 19, 1835.1! "Giles" was a family name among the Smiths, and 
there were several Giles Smiths in Union in those days. The Smiths were small 
farmers, tradesmen, and blacksmiths. . 

For the young men of Giles’ generation, there were few opportunities in 
South Carolina. Land was expensive and increasingly bought up by plantation 
owners; younger sons without much money had little choice but to work on 
someone else's land. Thus, it's not surprising that 40% of South Carolina's 
native-born had moved from the state by 1850-60, chiefly going to Tennessee, 
Alabama, and Mississippi.2 A friend of Giles', Thomas Sanders, was going west 
with his wife and baby, so Giles went along. They moved due west along the 
34th parallel to the frontier of Mississippi. In the 1860 census of Calhoun 
County, MS, Giles is listed as a farm laborer, age 26, working for Thomas 
Sanders, also 26, both from South Carolina. 

Calhoun County was still frontier land, recently taken from the Indians. 
The county was formed in 1852 from land in Chickasaw, Lafayette, and 
Yalobusha counties. Giles and Thomas settled near Pittsboro, the county seat, 
which was also established in 1852. This was not cotton country nor was the 
land divided into large plantations. Instead, the area was settled by small 
farmers with few slaves, and corn was the principal crop. 

The Pittsboro courthouse burned along with all its records, so I don't 
know exactly when Giles married Rebecca Bounds, but their first child, Olivia, 
was born in 1861, so I assume that they married about 1860. Little Olivia died 
when she was just two vears old, and is buried in a difficult-to-reach old 


cemetery there.3 
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The nation's troubles had been brewing for decades. and during the 
1850s, the conflicts of two opposing economies and ways of life became 
irreconcilable. On January 9, 1861, Mississippi seceded from the Union. Young 
Mississippians rushed to enlist for the war that they expected would last only a 
few months. Giles, however, had a wife and small child. But on May 29, 1862, 
Corinth, MS, was abandoned by Confederate troops to the Union forces. Corinth 
was only about 60 miles from Pittsboro. The Pittsboro area itself was a likely 
target for Yarikee troops because of its proximity to the railroad that ran from 
Memphis to New Orleans. On July 31, 1862, Giles went to Grenada, 30 miles away, 
and enlisted as a private in Company F, Ballentine's Regiment of Cavalry, 2nd 
Partisan Rangers. By this time, the enlistment was "for the term of the war."
